» The division was commanded by & colonel who had o llussian Lane aml spoke 
funparien and Russian fluently. His nickname, used by officers anc enlisted 
men, Was Musaka. Officers on the staff of the division heacquarters ine luded 
Major Strahl (fu), political officers an adjutant, a sicnel~-comamica- 
tions officer, a chief of classified Cocuments section, and a supply officer.

h. The artilhery unit was located in the new barracks installation in the south- 
southwestern sector of Kiskunfelegyhaga, which had becn constructed in day 
and night shifts durin; the summer of 1950 and was cccurlec as early as the 
fall of 19%co, The installation consisted of 1 large four-story builcing 
quartering: an infantry reciment of the division in Kiskunhalas, 2 two-story 
buildings and an undetermined number of low storage buildings, ordnance 
buiidings,ete, The billeting, orca was surrounded by 4 barbedewire fence, 

An undetermined nurber of l2d—mm howitzers and 152mm guns without mugzle brakes 
were noticed dn the billoting area, The 152-am cuns had a protective shield, 

a counterrecoll mechanism and a recoil brake above anc baneath the barrel, 

and « split-trail carriage, the rear section of which rested on an axle with 
two pneunatic tires while being noved, 
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she AP artdilery ucit hae from 200 to 309 men with red service color anc 
wes quartered in a two-story forner apartment building northeast of the 
railroad station.

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*vior to December 1950, the independent tank battalion was subordinate to the 
infantry civision stationed in Mistunfeleryh 2a, Officers at the battalion 
hoacquorters included a captain who was the cormmancing officer, 2 junior 
lieutenant who was the political officer » and a supply officer. The tank 
battallonvis quartered northeast of the reilroad station, in a barracks 
installation which consistec of 1 two-story barracks building, about 110 x 
dé veterss a lean-to carace » about 10 x 20 meters; } lor work shop and 
storage buildings 1 tank shee without si¢e walls, shout 20 x 10 netors 3 

iL iow tank carace, about 20 meters square; 1 low storage shed for AT GUNS y

The tank battalion consisted of a headquarters anc Pive icentically orsaniged 
conparies with a total strength of 280 to 390 men, The battalions equipped 
with 350 T3)/55 tanks, l of which were assignec to cach of the five connonies : 
the renaindine 10 tanks were “frosen" and regu arly serviced to keep then ready 
for use. Each company hac fror, 50 to “O men anc was orrpanized inte a com 

pany headquarters and three platoons of tr sections each. The commanies 

were comranded by lleutenants or junior lieutenants, and the nlatoons bs 

"GOs. The headquarters and the third nlatoon of cach company were not cquipped 
with tanks, The soldiers of the battalion rere armed with Soviet 7.G2—1m 
pistols with 7-round clip magazines. No other swall arns were noticed, 


The Si artillery battalion, which had postal So 323, hed 60 to 70 men and 
was organinec inte & headquarters and 3 identicn] companies, The battalion, 
whieh had its om comanding officer, was equipoed with 15 Sp guns y 12 of 
which were assigned to the conpanies and 3 werc kept in reserve, The con~- 
panies averared about 20 men and wore organized into £ platoons each, Pistols 
of 7.02 mm were the only suall arms noticed by Source. The battalion had 
recelvec five SP cuns cach from the infantry regiments in Szentes, Kiskun- 
majs2 anc Sgeged, The SP puns hac 4 bogie wheels, 3 trachk-supnorting rollers, 
1 front drive wheel, L rear idler wheel anc a track, about 35 on wide. 

The bedy on the rear seetion of the vehicle opened toward the top. The 

froat armor was about 22 mn an’ the side crymor from 12 te 10 om. The 76,2—0m 
gun hac a mugcle brake with four baffles.
